GALLOPED ON PORCHES 



Residents of Wyndale avenue 
got an unpleasant taste of Wild 
West days over the past week- 
end, when two large truck horses, 
the property of one Bill Bollard, 
ran amuck over streets, lawns and 
porches. 

On Friday and Saturday the 
animals broke loose on several oc- 
casions. Parents feared for the 
safety of their children and auto- 
mobile drivers narrowly averted 
accidents as the horses bolted into 
the middle of the road. 

Saturday night they broke loose 
again. After midnight residents 
were awakened by the pounding 
of hoofs on their porches and the 
sound of heavy animals tearing up 
their flower beds. Complaints 
were soon forthcoming and the 
owner of the horses arrested. 

Bollard was arraigned before 
Magistrate Fred Walzer at Ard- 
more early Sunday morning. Re- 
minded that it was his third 
offense he shrugged his shoulders 
and professed a thorough ignor- 
ance of the English language and 
American customs. 

A fine of $15 and costs amount- 
ing to $3.50 were imposed. Fur- 
ther he was given ten days to get 
the offending beasts outside of the 
borough limits to stay. 

On Thursday they were report- 
ed loose again, but the ten-day 
period had not expired. If the 
ruling of the Magistrate is not 
carried out, the authorities declare 
that Bollard will repose in jail 
until it is.

Narberth Fire Company Called 

Out to Quench Several Blazes

SETTLE FOR HOMESITE 



Last Thursday night numerous 
banqueters told the Narberth fire- 
men that they were good. The 
company, during the past week, 
has had several opportunities to 
demonstrate that fact. 

Tlurfii'sl-M.'nd most serious of the 
blazes occurred Sunday morning. 
At 9.30 George W. Michener, of 
104 Elmwood avenue, was shaving 
when a passerby informed him 
that the roof of his home was 
ablaze. 

Mr. Michener rushed to the 
phone. The call was confused, 
and considerable delay resulted in 
getting a connection. Finally, by 
means of the police phone, the fire 
house was reached and the alarm 
sounded. 

When the firemen arrived they 
found the attic and roof in flames. 
Then followed a quarter hour of 
intelligent firemanship, during 
which the blaze was extinguished 
without drowning out the rest of 
the house. 

A "wash nozzle" was attached 
to one of the big hose lines. By 
means of this a small spray of 
water was applied to the flames 
from the inside of the house. Two 
small chemical lines and a judi- 
ciously used ax enabled the fire- 
men to conquer the blaze, which 
had gained considerable headway, 
with a minimum of water loss. 



The fire was caused, it is be- 
lieved, by a spark from the chim- 
ney which lodged on the wooden 
shingles and spread down an air 
shaft to the attic. A large part of 
the roof was burned and some of 
the adjoining part;; of the house. 
The damage, estimated at $2000, 
is covered by insurance. 

The Michener family have taken 
up their residence next door while 
repairs are being made. "Our 
Town" has been requested to ex- 
tend the thanks of the family to 
the neighbors for their help and to 
the firemen for their care and 
courtesy. 

At 8.15 P. M. of the same day 
fire was discovered in the chimney 
of the home of W. G. Masten, 222 
Essex avenue. 

The blaze was discovered by a 
passing policeman who turned in 
an alarm. The fire was extin- 
guished by the use of chemicals, 
with slight damage. 

At 2 P. M. the following day the 
company fought a field fire at Mill 
road and Manor road with 
brooms, soon conquering the 
flames. 

On Thursday, at 4.15 P. M., a 
call was received from the home of 
Sam Lowe, State road. A chimney 
fire had communicated to the 
attic. It was put out with trifling 
damage.

CROWDING OF JUNIOR H. S. BUILDING 
MAY SEND 9TH GRADE TO LOWER MERION 



School Board Considers Plans to Increase Space Without 
Erecting New Building. 



The ninth grade of the Narberth 
School may be sent to Lower Mer- 
ion next year. This possibility was 
discussed at a special meeting of the 
Narberth School Board Monday 
night. 

The growing need for more room 
and a desire to avoid building in the 
near future has brought the board 
to the point where the present facili- 
ties must be relieved. 

An alternative plan calls for the 
erection of a portable building on 
the present school property. This 
would house the domestic science 
department and the planned manual 
training course. Of the two plans 
the first seems to meet with more 
widespread approval as the sending 
of additional scholars to Lower 
Merion fits in with the present plan 
and entails no capital expense, which 
even a temporary building would 
require. 

Monday's special meeting was 
called for the purpose of choosing 
teachers for next year. All but 
five of the present faculty were re- 
elected. Principal George H. Wil- 
son has been instructed to search 
for strong teachers to fill the va- 
cancies and to nominate these to 
the board. The complete list will 
be published when announced by the 
board. 

In connection with the selection 
of teachers for next year it was de- 
cided to re-establish the post of 
school nurse, which has been vacant 
this year. In the past this teacher 
has been an appreciated member of 
the faculty and the absence of such 
a nurse this year has been felt. 



The new nurse, when appointed, 
will have charge of the general 
health of the pupils, in addition to 
giving lessons on health topics. 

The plan to send the ninth grade 
to Lower Merion comes after nearly 
three years of experience with the 
present plan, by which the three up- 
per grades of the high school attend 
the Ardmore institution. The Nar- 
berth Board pays tuition for this 
service and provides bus transpor- 
tation to and from the building. 

Contracts were recently let for a 
doubling of the Lower Merion High 
School plant, as a result of which 
there will be ample space available 
for this addition contingent of Nar- 
berth students. It is stated that the 
Lower Merion authorities look with 
more than casual favor upon the 
plan to place another Narberth 
grade under their system. 

If the plan goes through, and it 
may be acted upon this month, there 
will be three additional classrooms 
released in the present junior high 
school building. This extra space 
will take care of the projected man- 
ual training department and will 
provide enough extra room so that 
a new building may be indefinitely 
postponed. 

The heavy borough taxes, due to 
street building and maintenance, 
would cause the residents to frown 
upon any program which would 
tend to jump up the school levy, 
so that the removal of the ninth 
grade to Lower Merion is a very 
probable step.

To the Editor 

3 noticed last Sunday how effi- 
cient the fire department of Nar- 
berth is, when they were called to 
a fire on Elmwood avenue. The 
response was very quick and the 
work under the efficient manage- 
ment of Mr. Charles Noel was done 
without any excitement and fuss. 
Never before have I seen anything 
handled as capably as this was, and 
although I am informed that the 
company has never had the misfor- 
tune of having a property lost by 
fire, it looked to me at the time as 
though the house was doomed, and 
when the fire was extinguished I 
was surprised to see the small loss 
incurred after all with only slight 
damage. 

This convinces me that the men 
appreciate the owners' worry that 
so often water destroys more than 
the flames, but I find that instead 
of doing what the Philadelphia Fire 
Department would have done, al- 
most flooded the house with water, 
they intelligently fought the fire 
with chemicals ; hence no destruction 
by water, and the company and the 
men ought to be commended for all 
this, and I think it behooves every 
inhabitant of the borough to do all 
that is in his power, not only by 
words of commendation but also 
financial assistance, because these 
men do not only pay no attention to 
the destruction of their clothes and 
the possibility of their becoming ill 
from exposure, they also jeopardize 
their lives. I think that we all ought 
to give them all the help they ask 
and Council likewise help them 
financially to the best of their abil- 
ity. 

Talk is cheap and so are prom- 
ise.!. It is action that counts. At 
the banquet of the fire company Mr. 
Duvis, chief of the Philadelphia Fire 
Department, tried to impress upon 
the firemen what should be done 
when fighting a fire, and I think 
thnl: our chief and men can show 
1 iii n and the Philadelphia Fire De- 
partment the proper way to fight a 
■fire and not flood the house. That 
can be done very quickly — it is 
practical experience and men's 
brains that count and not water 
(such as our chief and men havev 
.always shown and have had). I 
was glad to learn that Mr. Noel, 
our chief, was not in favor of 
shingle roofs and one of our Coun- 
cihnen admitted that he made a 
mistake when he voted for shingle 
roofs instead of slate. 

3 cannot understand, also, why 
there is always this talk of joining 
Philadelphia. We are able to take 
care of ourselves. We have all the 
comforts that can be gotten: we 
hate good water, good gas, good 
police and excellent fire protection. 
Wc do not want any Rapid Transit 
busses going through Narberth, 
though the Council can prevent this 
if they will say no; we have good 
train service; we want a few more 
electric lights on the streets; we 
have good streets; all that is neces- 
sary for the protection of the health 
of the grownups as well as the chil- 
dren, good doctors, good schools, 
good churches, good stores, bank- 
ing facilities, and also will be given 
a new railroad station if the gentle- 
men at the head will do their part 
and insist upon it from the railroad 
company. 

So if we have all these and we 
have clean politics, no boss-ridden 
town, every person can do his own 
thinking and voting, why then 
should we want to constantly talk 
of annexation to Philadelphia ? 
What is the object? What can be 
accomplished by it? We have all 
that we want and, as I said before, 
some things that Philadelphia has 
not. If these people (who I feel 
satisfied are few in number) do not 
like Narberth, it is only seven miles 
to Philadelphia from here and 
•there are plenty of vacant proper- 



ties to rent and it does not cost very 
much to move. 

Let us get together more, as a 
community should, and when we 
meet our fellow neighbors have a 
pleasant salute for them and a glad 
how do you do. Be kind to one an- 
other, help one another when neces- 
sary and throw the hammer away. 
Very soon our motto will be : "One 
for all and all for one."
